It’s Monday so this must be 
London, but where’s my hotel? 

Ten Andover High School 
Students and their English 
teacher chaperones ran into a 
monumental hotel reservation 
snafu on their first night in Lon- 
don on a vacation educational 
tour, and went from rags to 
riches their second night. 

The Andover Students, travel- 
ing with Mrs. Mary Ann Johnson 


and Mrs. Nancy McLaughlin, : 


were traveling as part of a 12 
school charter group of 184, for a 
prepaid tour of London with all 
reservations arranged. 

When the planeload of high 
school groups had taken a bus to 
London and went to the Albion 
Hotel, lo and behold, someone 
was sleeping in their 184 beds.

Someone had goofed, as the 
charter tour was passed from a 
Boston travel agent to an Italian 
one, to an English one, or a lot of 
people had overstayed their 
leave at the Albion Hotel.

This is one of the rare examples 
of monumental crucifix figures in 
the world. A crucifix of this type 
and quality is not represented in

cept Cleveland. 
It is from the late Middle Ages 
or early Renaissance in Northern 


Europe; specifically from the, 


region around Passau or possibly 
from Upper Austria. 

It has not been on public view 
ever before. Before it came to the 
dealer from whom we bought it, it 
was in a private collection. It came 
originally from a church or chapel. 

It is particularly interesting 
because it is unlike most Crucifix 
figures of that period. The body is 
calmly represented and the agita- 
tion and tension is in the drapery. 
It also bridges the style of the Mid- 


dle Ages and the Renaissance. 
Stylistically, it relates to paintings 
of the period. The cross and the 
placard (with Inri) are later than 
the body. 

One of the major examples of 
Northern Renaissance sculpture in 
America, this over-life-sized figure 
in painted wood, provides a 
magnificent insight into the 
religious art of Northern-Eastern 
Europe on the eve of the Reforma- 
tion. Its advent in America confers 
new stature on the religious, the 
devotional art in the public art 
collections of the Western 
Hemisphere. 
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School Lunch Prices Increased 


All school lunches will go up 
five cents, starting Monday, the 
school committee decided Tues- 
day night, in order to come closer 
to the actual lunch costs, supply 
more variety, and supply secon- 
dary students with larger 
helpings. 

Committeemen William King, 
William Lane and John Wragg 
voted for Lane’s motion, which 
had a proviso that Cafeteria 
Manager Tony Mangifesti look 
into the feasibility and cost effec- 
tiveness of centrally prepared 
lunches; he will report back by 
September. John Lyons was the 
lone dissenter, opposing raising 
elementary lunch prices when 
alinost all the additional benefits 
must go to secondary students. 
The issue got lively audience par- 
ticipation which brought out that 
(1) some school kids waste a lot 
of food, throwing much of both 


school or their home prepared 
sandwich lunches into the gar- 
bage (2) other more ravenous 
less ‘‘picky’’ students take 
money for two lunches (3) the 
Bancroft cafeteria’s Bancroft 
bag lunches for Shawsheen and 
Bancroft students, whose 
cafeteria is being used as a 
classroom, are presently ex- 
ceedingly popular, and (4) we 
shouldn’t pay any attention to 
students’ gripes about food, 
because they will always gripe - 
this from an experienced Pike 
School lunchroom worker who 
countered one mother’s criticism 
of schoolhouseslunches by saying 
‘My sympathy is 100 percent 
with Mr. Mangifesti!’’ 
Administrative reorganization 
is in the cards. This obviously has 
been a matter of executive dis- 
cussion and Dr. Griggs’ words 
had the ring of concensus when 


he said the committee wondered 
if the administration couldn’t use 
some streamlining, if it wasn’t 
too wide organizationally. A two 
page organizational chart was 
passed around. Griggs said the 
purpose was to administer the 
Andover public schools with less 
money. 

A straw in the wind was Dr. 
Seifert’s remark last month that 
the head custodian’s position 
would not be the only one to go. 
All committeemen chimed in 
Tuesday night in favor of 
streamlining the organization, 
and asked the superintendent for 
a report by the end of May. 
Seifert said he could come up 
with an organizational chart to 
shoot for, but a transition would 
be in order.

Testing 


Problem 
Resolved 


A months-long wrangle over 
Stanford Achievement Tests 
came to an official close Tuesday 
night, but Andover’s school 
superintendent was unhappy over 
how it was done. 

The school committee voted 
unanimously to give Andover’s 
first-through-eighth graders the 
full battery of 1964-vintage SAT 
tests this spring, but tacked on a 
proviso that prohibits release of 
school-by-school results outside 
of the schools professional 
educators and the school com- 
mittee. 

John Lyons’ previously tabled 
program assessment motion to 

conduct full-scale SAT testing 
this spring passed unanimously, 
after Chairman Dr. Frank 
Griggs broke a tie in favor of ad- 
ding William Lane’s amendment, 
opposed by Lyons and John 
Wragg. 

Lane’s amendment provides 
that distribution of test results be 
limited to confidential analysis 
within the system itself for 
educational purposes, and to ‘‘the 
release of individual.results to 
family members, and a general 
release to the public which 
measures the Andover School 
System and its test results in the 
various subjects covered with 
other school systems, state and 
national results.’’ 

Superintendent Dr. Kenneth R. 

Seifert was visibly angry and 
protested, because he had not 
been given the chance to make 
his recommendation before the 
vote; Seifert said he would have 
recommended testing all the 
students, in accord with the mo- 
tion, but leaving out those sub- 
tests which are not valid tests of 
the Andover curricula; John 
Ahearn representing SAT’s 
publisher, Harcourt, Brace, was 
on hand Tuesday night to say that 
the science subtest is obsolete 
and the arithmetic subtest is so 
out of date that only 12 percent of 
its items are relevant to the An- 
dover math curriculum. Seifert 
deplored the effects of sending 
home results from tests known to 
be invalid measuring sticks. 

Ahearn used a medical 
anaology: ‘‘The use of an 
achievement test is to give the 
general temperature of an in- 
dividual, a class, a grade. It is 
not mean to be a diagnostician. 
Some of the data is not relevant. 

It doesn’t measure programs,” 

It was a curious evening at 
West Elementary School, with 
the SAT publisher’s man in effect 
warning the committee against 
its current tests, and particularly 
against misuse of the results, but 
with school committee members 
who had previously opposed the

Coeducation has already begun 
at Phillips Academy in the eyes 
of the PA admissions depart- 
ment, 

Approximately 120 new girls 
already are enrolled for next 
September, in addition to the Ab- 
bot students who will be included 
by virtue of the combination of 
Abbot and Phillips Academies 
into a new coeducational Phillips 
Academy in July. 

‘The immediate goal is a coed 
school next September of 1175 
students, one-quarter girls and 
three-quarters boys. The school 
then plans to gradually adjust its 
size back to approximately 980, 
one-third girls and two-thirds 
boys, by 1976-77. 

Greater numbers equality of 
sexes is reflected in the local ad- 
missions picture. The 37 new 
Greater Lawrence enrollees are 
split almost half and half 
between boys and girls who will 
be among the first coeds at the 
195 year-old boys’ boarding 
School. A dozen new boys and a 
dozen new girls from Andover 
will be attending Phillips next 
fall. five North Andover girls and 
two North Andover boys, a girl 
and three boys from Methuen, 
and two boys from Lawrence. 

“The new girls we have are 
like adding another top quarter of 
the class to the school,’’ said Ad- 
missions Director Joshua 
Miner.” They have talent, equali- 
ty and ability.” 

The girls come from all over 
the nation and the foreign coun- 
tries of Saudi Arabia, Egypt, 
Venezuala, Ireland, Netherlands 
Antilles, Germany, Granada and 
Spain. In this country, the girls 
applicants are described as Tich 
and poor, white and black, city 
girls, suburban girls and Latinos 
from South Bronx. Admissions 
Officer James G. Leaf said they 
included a track star and two 
gymnasts of at least national 
potential, mathematicians and 
several musicians ‘‘who will

greatly strengthen our school 
orchestra.’’ Leaf said the group 
of girls showed_a strong career 
orientation, with a number in- 
terested in law, medicine and 
polities. 

A great aid to the admissions 
departinent has been its own 
coeducation by the addition of 
ISlizabeth Goodenough, a 
transplant from Harvard’s ad- 
missions department this year; 
but girl applicants don’t 
necessarily talk to her, nor are 
boys routed exclusively to the 
inen in the department. 

Applications to Phillips 
Academy were well up over last 
year, except at the ninth grade 
level, and 494 girls applied for the 
120 spaces open to non-Abbot 
girls. The boys’ acceptance rate 
of PA admittance rose this year, 
and the acceptance rate of ad- 
initted girls was an impressive 84 
percent. 

The only fall off was a sharp 
decline in the boys’ interest in 
the ninth grade, Miner agreed 
that this raises the possibility 
that the coed PA may turn out to 
be a three year high school, if 
this trend continues. 

Miner attributes the present 
high interest in Phillips Academy 
to the attractions of coeducation 
and new headmaster Theodore 
Sizer ‘‘and our 110 student 
guides’ contagious enthusiasm 
for the school, which has drawn 
to us a terribly gifted exciting 
group of students. This kind of 
thing perpetuates itself.” 

The new boys entering PA this 
fall also are a rich mix, accor- 
ding to PA admissions officers, 
coming from a dozen foreign 
countries and the United States, 
some sporting famous surnames 
as relatives of well known 
authors, and a head of a foreign 
state. 

Among the new students wil 
be 18 additional boys and girls 
coming to Phillips through the 
ABC (A Better Chance) 
Program, 

Miner called the Academy’s 
students its most valuable and 
exciting assets. ‘““They come 
from every family circumstance, 
every financial circumstance, all 
sorts of backgrounds and coun- 
tries. They are terribly gifted as 
students, no matter what some of 
the faculty say, and the peer 
group intellectual stimulation is 
great.”’ 

When the Admissions depart- 
iment has wound up matriculation 
for the 1973-74 year this spring, it 
will be moving from its tem- 
porary quarters in the basement 
of Samuel Phillips Hall to Hardy 
House, a white frame house on 
Salem Street, next to the 
Memorial Bell Tower. Hardy 
House, most recently the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Frank DiClemente 
of Phillips, was declared 
“dilapidated and weatherworn’’ 
in 1804, given extensive 
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renovations and an addition to be 
the home of the Academy’s head, 
and has been a faculty house 
since then. Miner said its central 
loeation, easy to find and in the 
traffic pattern of the school’s 
students and faculty, plus 
accessible parking, makes it an 
ideal place for the Admissions of- 
fice.

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Kerins Steers Crew Past Kent 


Captained by North Andover’s 
Bill Kerins, ‘‘an oarsman of real 
Olympic potential,”’ Phillips 
Academy’s varsity crew 
decisively defeated perennial 
New England champion Kent 
School on the Merrimack River 
Saturday. 

Captain Kerins rowed in the 
key number 6 position - - - 
“where we put our strength,” 
says Coach Chris Kirkland - - as 
the PA crew outraced Kent in a 
dual meet for only the second 
time in the 18 year history of the 
Phillips Academy crew. Satur- 
day’s win was the first time the 
Andover crew has beaten Kent on 
its own Merrimack River waters. 

For any team to beat Kent ina 
dual race is something to 
celebrate - - like a baseball team 
beating the team that has won 
the World Series seven years ina 
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row. Kent was undefeated last 
year, and four of last year's 
oarsmen are back this year. 
Coach Kirkland says it was a 
team win but places a lot of the 
credit on the shoulders of Captain 
Bill Kerins, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Thomas Kerins, 355 Sutton 
Street, North Andover.. 
Kirkland says Bill may well be 
the best oarsman ever to row for 
Phillips Academy. ‘‘Tests Bill 
has taken on machines measur- 
ing power and endurance at the 
Harvard Boathouse indicate he 
has a genuine Olympic potential. 
He’s a superlative oarsman.”’ 
The Phillips crew, which began 
its season with a convincing win 
over the Holy Cross freshmen 
heavyweights, took Saturday’s 
mile-long race from Kent School 
in four minutes, 44.1 seconds. 
Kerins and his teammates took

the lead after the first few 
strokes, then fell behind when 
they got hung up in a whirlpoolun- 
der the I-93 bridge, where con- 
struction is going on. Kent got a 
half-length lead, but Kirkland 
said his oarsmen rowed a spec- 
tacular second quarter of the 
race to regain the lead at the 
halfmile mark by three seconds. 
They went into the third quarter 
of the race rowing 36 strokes to 
the minute more efficiently than 
Kent was rowing 37 to the 
minute, and increased their lead 
to five seconds at the end of the 
third quarter. Kent’s final sprint 
wasn’t enough, and the Phillips 
Academy crew won the mile race 
by 5.3 seconds.

Skiers 
Eyeing 
Greylock

Seventy-five years ago, when 
the Massachusetts Forest and 
Park Association was founded, 
one of its first battles was a 
successful attempt to save Mount 
Greylock, in Western 
Massachusetts, which became a 
state reservation. Mount 
Greylock is still an outstanding 
and beautiful park - - partly 
because Mass. Forest and Park 
is still on the job. 

Ever since, every so often, 
schemes have been promoted to 
divert part of Mount Greylock for 
development. Every time Mass. 
Forest and Park goes to its 
defense. 

There’s a bill again this year to 
turn over 500 acres of Mount 
Greylock for a ski run. Mass. 
Forest and Park is celebrating 
its seventy-fifth anniversary by 
fighting its first battle all over 
again. 

Mass. Forest and Park, ‘‘the 
legislative arm of conservation 
in Massachusetts,”’ has lost none 
of its punch in spite of its many 
| years. Perhaps the arm has 
| grown stronger from the amount 


(af ‘yigorous exercise it gets, 
_| fighting battles on Beacon Hill 


which can’t be attempted by 
more conventional, tax-exempt 
organizations. As an active lob- 
bying organization, Mass. Forest 
and Park lost its tax exemption 
years ago and has turned this 
handicap into a virtue. 

Michael Ventresca, the young 
Executive Director of Mass. 
Forest and Park, isn’t the type 
one pictures as head of a 
venerable seventy-five-year-old 
organization. No long grey 
beard...just an unruly black head 
of hair, neither too long nor too 
short for a young man these days. 
And a tremendous concern for 
conservation. 

According to Mr. Ventresca, 
1973 environmental legislation is 
shaping up into four major 
issues: land use planning, solid 
waste disposal, state reorganiza- 
tion, and power plant energy. 
These problems will be the ones 
to watch this year. 

This month, Mass. Forest and 
Park has begun a new service, 
the ‘‘Legislative Hotline.’ For 
the price of a telephone call, 
anyone can get the most recent 
information on conservation 
legislation in the state. When the 
service was started at the begin- 
ning of March, a weekly service 
was planned, with a new recor- 
ding to be made each Friday. By 
the end of March, it was obvious 
that the service would have to be 
more frequent, so now new 
recordings are being made as 
necessary to keep citizens in- 
formed on changes of hearing 
hours, upcoming votes, etc. The 
number of the Legislative 
Hotline is 617-742-9644. 

Mass. Forest and Park also 
keeps its members informed via 
the ‘Conservation Legislative 
Bulletin,’’ a newsletter published 
frequently when the Legislature 
is in session. A new service being 
started this month is a series of 
special issues dealing with 
current problems in the environ- 
ment and environmental 
legislation... background 
material to help citizens unders- 
tand the problems in more depth. 

The first special issue is on 
‘Energy and the Environment.”’ 
It stresses the close relationship 
between environmental quality 
and energy and the necessity of 
providing necessary energy 
while at the same time protec- 
ting against irreversible damage 
to the environment.

people to make a commitment to 
work for the government. He es- 
pressed concern over what he 
termed a ‘‘less responsive pop- 
ulace’’ who seem to observe 
more than participate in the af- 
fairs of state. 

He suggested to his audience 
primarily Phillips Academy 
students, that public service 
careers could be: found in areas 
other than in government ser- 
vice. Architects are needed to 
help remove the chaos in the 
cities by better planning and by 
designing inexpensive housing 
with value. There is a shortage of 
doctors as half the people of the 
nation are without adequate 
medical care. It is time for ex- 
perts to look to the oceans of the 
world as they are fast losing their 
bounty through uncontrolled 
depletion by competing nations 
and at the same time becoming 
polluted. Commitment and in- 
volvement in any one of these 
areas could lead to a career of 
contribution and satisfaction and 
possibly to an opportunity for 
public service. He cited his own 
case of starting out as a lawyer 
and then being called upon to 
serve as a U.S. Judge. 

During his term as District 
Judge he has handed down 
several important decisions on 
such matters as refusing to grant 
an injunction to stop publication 
of the Pentagon papers, as 
declaring the abortion law of the 
District of Columbia un- 
constitutional and as ruling in 
favor of the plaintiffs in a suit 
brought against Tony Boyle and 
the United Mine Workers for 
misuse of penialon funds.

Engineering 
Firm Is 
Retained 


Camp Dresser and McKee Inc., 
a Boston-based environmental 
engineering firm, has been 
retained by the town of Andover 
to prepare final design plans and 
specifications for a major in- 
tercepting sewer to serve the 
town’s developing west side in- 
dustrial area. 

_ Preliminary plans call for 
design of a 15,000-foot intercep- 
tor, ranging in diameter from 30 
to 48 inches and following 
generally the south bank of the 
Merrimack River. The new in- 
terceptor will be designed to 
carry wastewater eastward from 
the industrial site, across the An- 
dover - Lawrence line, to a con- 
nection with Lawrence’s existing 
sewerage system, which will 
deliver wastes to the Camp 
Dresser and McKee designed 
regional wastewater treatment 
facility of the Greater Lawrence 
Sanitary District. 

A metering station will be 
designed to measure wastewater 
flows at the town line. The es- 
timated cost of construction of 
the new interceptor, based on 
preliminary design plans for the 
project, totals $2,500,000.

David Flitner, Jr. 


A young man who lives on Ship- 
nan Road is Andover’s newest 
published author, because his lit- 
tle sister kept asking him 
questions about the presidential 
election campaign last year. 

‘'Those People in 
Washington,” by David Flitner, 
Children’s Press, Chicago, is a 
new children’s book about our 
United States government and 
how we choose the people who 
lead it. 

David, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
David Flitner, 26 Shipman Road, 
is a January 1972 political 
science graduate of the Universi- 
ty of Maine, who worked last spr- 
ing in Senator Edmund Muskie’s 
campaign in the New Hampshire 
primaries. 

“Those People in Washington” 
grew out of David’s attempts to 
explain his work in the presiden- 
tial primaries to his little sister. 
Jinny litner, now a Doherty 
third grader, kept asking David 
questions as he sat glued to the 
'V campaign news at various 
points in the six months of cam- 
paigning that led to the presiden- 
tial elections. 

Marion Flitner thinks that at 
first her son began answering 
Jinny’s questions to keep her 
quiet, so he could pay attention to 
the news. But David became in- 
terested by Jinny’s desire to 
learn, and fascinated with the 
challenge of translating our 
governmental terminology into 
simple accurate terms intelligi- 
ble to an elementary school 
child. 

A professor at the University 
of Maine encouraged him to turn 
his explanations into a children’s 
book. A book it now is, beginning: 
‘Phe United States of America is 
part of the North American con- 
tinent. It beeamea nation in 1776. 
It will be two hundred years old 
in 1976.”

Washington” have arrived at our 
local bookstore, so youngsters 
can digest David Flitner’s ex- 
planations of the American 
governmental and elective 
system in time for another elec- 
tion, and American’s Becenten- 
nial. And Doherty third grader 
Jinny Flitner, whose interest in 
politics and government hasn’t 
faded, has her brother’s answers 


to her questions between the 
covers of a book.

Earnings At 
Raytheon 


Raytheon Company has 
reported record first quarter 
sales, earnings and earnings per 
share. 

Earnings in the quarter ended 
April 1 were $10,747,000, equal to 
$.69 a common share on the 15,- 
562,083 average number of com- 


mon shares outstanding during - 


the period. 

In the comparable 1972 
quarter, Raytheon earned $10,- 
186,000 or $.63 a common share 
on the 16,122,469 average shares 
in that period. 

First quarter sales of $368,145,- 
000 showed a relatively modest 
increase from year-earlier sales 
of $358,689,000. 

First quarter sales 

President Thomas L. Phillips 
noted that the effect of lower 
sales volume in construction of 
petroleum refineries and 
petrochemical plants by the 
Badger Company subsidiary was 
inore than offset by strong gains 
in other areas of Raytheon. 

Mr. Phillips said, ‘“‘The ear- 
nings improvement reflects sub- 
stantially higher profitability ina 
number of ‘key operating areas, 
particularly the Semiconductor 
Division and Raytheon Data 
Systems. Government business 
was up primarily on increased 


production of the U.S. Army’s 


Improved Hawk antiaircraft 
system. Appliance sales by both 
Amana Refrigeration and 
Caloric Corporation were up 
more than 20 percent in the first 
quarter, as these two Raytheon 
units continued to grow at the 
rate they achieved in 1972. United 
Kngineers and Constructors Inc. 
also had a particularly strong 
quarter. : 

‘Prospects for subsequent 
quarters of this year are good,” 
Mr. Phillips said, ‘‘and we look 
for further improvement as the 
year progresses.”’ 

Total backlog of the company 
rose to a record $1.3 billion, up 27 
percent from a year ago. The 
U.S. Government funded portion 
of the backlog increased to $579 
inillion, also a record, compared 
to $531 million a year ago. 

Provision for federal and 
foreign income taxes in the first 
quarter was $9,182,000, compared 
with $7,970,000 in 1972.

A Legend 


The happy stories of Tyll 
Mulenspiegel’ S merry pranks are 
familiar in Europe but his 
followers in The United States 
are few. Andover Community 
Theatre (A.C.T.), an affiliate of 
the Recreation Community 
School Department, wishes to 
remedy this situation. Therefore, 
A.C,.T. proudly presents a 
children’s play on Saturday, May 
12 at the Andover East Jr. High 
which is based on Tyll 
Nulenspiegel’s early life. It is 
“The Merry Pranks of Tyll’’ by 
Daniel Fleischhacker. Perfor- 
mance times are 10 a.m. and 2 
p.m. 

Tyll_ Eulenspiegel is no new- 
comer to the arts. His tales were 
originally collected by a Fran- 
ciscan Monk about 500 years ago. 
Ben Jonson refers to Tyll in his 
comedies, and he is the hero of a 
Mardi Gras play by Hans Sach; 
Richard Strauss makes Tyll the 
subject of a short piece of 
program music (to be featured in 
the A.C.T. production). The 
legend of Tyll Eulenspiegel has 
been translated into seven 
languages, the most recent 
Iinglish version being a 
Vanguard publication (1938) of 
“Tyll Eulenspiegel’s Merry 
Pranks’’ by M. Jagendorf. 


The charm and durability of 
stories about Tyll are partly due 
to his humor but are mostly 
because he was an actual 
historical character. He is no 
legendary ghost; Tyll lived, 
breathed and brought laughter to 
Medieval Germany in the 1300’s. 


Tyll Eulenspiegel was born in 
either Flanders or Germany - we 
shall let the scholars decide this 
question and proceed with his 
life's story. He was called 
Thylbert, which means “‘full of 
motion” and he wasted no time in 
living up to his name - on his bap- 
tismal day he squirmed so much 
that he was christened three 
times before the day was out. 


According to legend, 
Eulenspiegel was not his family 
name but was given to him by a 
fortune-teller. Eulenspiegel 
means ‘“‘owl-mirror’’ or ‘‘owl- 
glass’’ and comes from Tyll’s 
wisdom in showing people their 
reflections when they became too 
vain, 


His pranks were always played 
on pompous, self-important per- 
sons. The common folk and good- 
hearted people loved Tyll and 
welcomed the laughter he 
brought. Many of the scenes in 
the May 12 children’s play 
recreate his legendary wit and 
humor. For example, do you 
know how many days have pass- 
ed since Adam was born? Tyll 
did, and his answer, although 
humorous, is factuallycorrect. 

Tyll died as he lived, poor but 
merry. It is said that one of the 
ropes around his coffin broke and 
the coffin up-ended in his grave 
The townfolk who loved Tyll 
buried him that way in memory 
of his inability to stay still for a 
single moment.

Now is you can’t persuade 
someone in your family to drive 
safely on the basis of mere com- 
mon sense, you can appeal to his 
pocketbook! 


Cutting down on speeding is . 


only one of many ways that the 
consumer can help the fight 
against pollution by conserving 
energy and saving on the fuel bill. 

\ccording to Concern, Inc., a 
consumer and conservation 
organization, moving people and 
freight accounts for about 25 per- 
cent of the energy consumed in 
the United States. Half of this 
amount is used by automobiles. 

The average automobile user 
can save a great deal of fuel. . 
.and a considerable amount of 
money. . .by changing a few driv- 
ing habits. Not all will apply to 
any one person, but almost 
anyone could apply a few of 
Concern’'s tips. 

One of the biggest ways of con- 
serve energy and money is to use 
a small car. “Larger cars with 
more powerful engines consume 
tore fuel than small ones. For

Bluejays 
Return To 
Route 495 


Blue jays are returning to 
eastern Massachusetts. 

As a news item, the statement 
sounds about as surprising as an 
annual announcement that the 
village church will be painted 
white. 

But, not this year. For blue 
jays have been rare birds inside 
the huge arc of highway, I-495, 
which slices an eastern quarter 
away from the mass of the 
commonwealth. 

As residents of Maine, New 
Hampshire, Vermont, 
Connecticut and Rhode Island 
can testify, the fugitive and 
aberrant actions did not filter 
across the highway and infect 
their blue jays. 

James Baird, a naturalist 
intrigued by the unusual in 
wildlife, asked for reports from 
around New England on winter 
blue jay trends. He was 
inundated by letters. In general, 
the writers asked: ‘‘What 
shortage of blue jays? I’ve got so 
many around my house, I’d 
gladly ship you a few.” 

All of these letters, however, 
came from the hinterlands, far 
from the Hub of the Universe. So 
far, there has been no clue to the 
blue jay drought around Boston. 
Perhaps, without commenting 
upon the quality of the culture, 
one might speculate that the 
cultural climate around Boston 
has discouraged the jays. 

In some respects, it has been a 
Silent Winter even outside 1-495. 
For instance, in New England as 
a whole, the cardinal-tufted 
titmouse count this winter 
dropped from 6003 cardinals and 
4464 titmice last winter down to 
4295 cardinals and 2838 titmice 
this winter. 

Only Maine, which doubled its 
cardinal count this winter with 
cardinals increasing from one to 
two for the state, showed 
surprising improvement. Of 
course, one might say that it did 
even better on tufted titmice, 
since the increase was from zero 
to one bird. One may multiply 
zero into infinity, so there is no 
way of calculating the 
astronomical magnitude of the 
increase. 

Vermont did a little better on 
both birds, although the increase 
could reflect greater enthusiasm 
with more counters during the 
count period. The population 
inereases there were cardinals 
increasing from 769 to 784, and

titmice, from 23 to 27. 

The other states lost birds. The 
count in Connecticut did not 
happen, therefore the numbers 
there are uncertain but probably 
down. The Massachusetts figures 
were cardinals down from 4807 to 
$203 and titmice down from 4259 
to 2657. 

New Hampshire lost cardinals, 
down from 241 to 172, but gained 
titmice, up from 50 to 100. Rhode 
Island lost on both birds. 
Cardinals were down from 231 to 
133, and titmice, from 144 to 54. 

In New England, the cardinal - 
tufted titmouse census measures 
the success of marginal birds, 
since neither species regularly 
occupied the area. Both are 
southern birds, primarily. Oddly, 
however, the tufted titmouse 
decline agrees in direction, if not 
in quantity, with the nationwide 
breeding bird census which 
considers all species. In that 
count, tufted titmice are among 
four birds that have shown the 
greatest decline over a five-year 
period. p 


stage for such potential tragedies 
as stroke, heart attack and 
kidney disease. 

It is a real tragedy, says the 
Northeast Chapter, 
Massachusetts Heart Association 
that millions of Americans don’t 
know they have high blood 
pressure, and that millions of 
others who may be on the road to 
this disease do not know, or are 
not following those living habits 
that can reduce their risk of 
serious illness or death: 

It is estimated that 1 out of 
every 7 adults in this country has 
high blood pressure, which is 
more common in the non-white 
population. At least half of them 
don't know they have it, and adds 
the Heart Association, medical 
experts believe that only half of 
the others are under treatment. 

The seriousness of the disease, 
and the lack of public knowledge 
about it calls for prompt action 
on two fronts, says the Heart 
Association. 

I"irst is a trip to your doctor to 
have him check your blood 
pressure. Most cases when found 
can be controlled with drugs 
developed in recent years. And 
only through a checkup can a per- 
son know. If not found through a 
physical examination, high blood 
pressure can work unseen for 
years without producing any 
symptoms. When symptoms do 
appear it usually means damage 
has been done to the blood- 
carrying arterial system, the 
heart or kidneys may have been 
damaged, or the normal process 
of hardening of the arteries may 
have been speeded, increasing 
the risk of heart attack and 
stroke. 

What can the individual do, 
other than the most important 
trip to his doctor and then being 
sure to follow the doctor’s ad- 
vice? 


‘He or she can quit smoking 
cigarettes, for one thing. Scien- 


tists also have found that ner- 


many of the wrong foods can con- 
tribute to raising blood pressure 
above normal. So a diet low in 
animal fats and cholesterol 
should be followed, and the total 
intake of calories should be no 
more than enough to keep weight 
normal. 

The Northeast Chapter, 
Massachusetts Heart Association 
can give you more information 
on high blood pressure, but all 
the information in the world may 
not be much help if it isn’t com- 
bined with a trip to the doctor to 
find out where you stand regar- 
ding this silent, unseen killer dis-

measures are killed by inaction. 

The Legislature this session 
has enacted 243 measures in its 
first three months; about one- 
third of the nearly 8,150 bills 
referred for consideration by 
various committees have been 
reported on. 

The Saltonstall proposal would 
let a sponsor of a bill get it out of 
a House or Senate committee 
with a majority vote of that com- 
mittee; presently, a two-thirds 
vote of both committeers is re- 
quired.

Certainly you realize that in 
school surveys, tests are useful 
. tools for determining pupil place- 
ment, achievement in basic fun- 
damentals, relationship of the 
school offerings to community 
needs, and the degree of success 
attained in realizing the 
educational goals of the school 
and community.

Employment 
Rate In Area 
Shows Drop 


Unemployment in 
Massachusetts rose slightly dur- 
ing February in conformity with 
seasonal trends according to 
Richard C. Gilliland, Director of 
the Division of Employment 
Security. The February increase 
occurred despite a moderate gain 
in employment. 

The February unemployment 
rate of 7.2 percent, representing 
187,600 persons, was up slightly 
from 7.1 percent for the previous 
month. However, the rate was 
substantially below the 7.6 per- 
cent that prevailed in February 
1972, when the jobless total was 
198,000. é 

When allowances for seasonali- 
ty are made, the adjusted rate of 
6.7 percent is about the same as 
the January rate of 6.8 percent. 
The national adjusted rate of 5.1 
percent for February continues 
to run considerably below the 
state rate. 

Employment in the state in- 
creased by 3,400 in February 
raising total employment to 2,- 
434,300 substantially higher than 
the 2,007,200 employed in 
February 1971. Virtually all of 
this gain was reflected in higher 
factory job rolls, especially in 
the durable goods division. Ad- 
ditions to machinery staffs, both 
electrical and nonelectrical, are 
particularly significant as the 
potential forerunner of a 
brightening employment situa- 
tion. Apparel and leather 


products employment rose 


seasonally. 

Seasonal gains in service and 
government personnel were 
offset by reductions in construc- 
tion and mercantile work forces. 
Nonetheless, employment in all 
four of these industries was at an 
all-time high for any February. 

No overall trends were noted in 
employment within the standard 
metropolitan statistical areas, 
reflecting the varied industrial 
mixes of these areas. The most 
sizable increase in the unemploy- 
ment rate occurred in the Boston 
SMSA. In two areas the rate held 
steady - the Fall River and 
Worcester SMSA’s; while in two 
others - the Lawrence - Haverhill 
and Lowell SMSA’s - the rates 
dropped. Nonetheless, the Lowell 
SMSA still has the highest un- 
employment rate - 10.3 percent - 
and the Boston SMSA, the lowest 
- 6.5 percent.

These textiles come from the 
Paracas Peninsula on the 
Southern Coast of Peru.

Most of these textiles were 
burial garments that were 
wrapped around the bodies of the 
deceased and placed in un- 
derground tombs.

full-scale SAT’s switching to un- 

animously endorse the test, in ap- 

parent deference to community 
opinion. 

Committeeman Lyons’ 
rationale for testing was a con- 
tinuity of testing programs, to 
give a satisfactory testing 
baseline, and to test the basic 
skills of reading and computa- 
tion. In addition, Griggs, William 
King and Lane, who all have 
publicty opposed public release 
of school-by-school results had 
voted in the amendment putting 
the committee on record op- 
posing this, and presumably feel 
that the amendment is adequate 
safeguard against misuse of test 
results. 

Before taking their vote, the 
schoolmen had heard Ahearn and 
Supt. Seifert on SAT’s, also 
Gerald Silverman’s read 
testimony that only 45 percent of 
the SAT social studies items 
were valid for the Andover 
elementary program. They also 
heard Miles Wasserman, the 
School system’s testing head, 
describe the variety of subject 
area and mental ability testing 
programs used in the Andover 
schools. Harcourt, Brace’s 
Ahearn said that a revised 1973 
SAT battery would be ready by 
fall, suitable to modern 
curricula, and that Andover 
teachers who had previewed its 
math subtest found it adequately 
relevant to measure the Andover 
math program. ~ 

Chairman Griggs opened up 
the testing issue to participation 
from the audience of ap- 
proximately 110 at West Elemen- 
tary School, and most who spoke 
urged giving the 1964 SAT’s this 
spring, to test computational and 
reading skills and to evaluate An- 

dover’s programs, the SAT 
representative’s testimony to the 
contrary. 

Members of the audience re- 
expressed familiar stances on 
the issue. Mrs. Ethel Howard, 16 
Bowdoin Road, acknowledged 


~ the limitations of SAT’s, but said 


parents could be judges of inter- 
pretation of results. She wants 
basic skills tested. Her husband 
said, *‘We want a track record,”’ 
and asked, in vain, for a public 
school-by-school breakdown in 
order that schools be improved. 
Mrs. Marcia Hand, 75 Central 
St., wants the tests to evaluate 
Andover’s tailor-made 
programs. 

Dr. Fred Wallace of Farrwood 
Drive said he had no strong 
feelings about SAT’s but ap- 
preciated Wasserman’s explana- 
tion of all the testing programs 
carried on in the schools, and 
wanted to express his confidence 
in the school administration. He 
stated, contrary to Mrs. Howard, 
that there is no credibility or con- 
fidence gap between most people 
and the administration. 

Richard Graber, 22 Park St., 
later wanted to know if children’s 
parents could opt out of ex- 
cessive testing (The tests are es- 

timated to take 7 half days of 
school, although the half days are

usually less than half a day.) 
Walter Hughes, Doherty PTO 
president, backed Seifert’s 
recommendation to limit sub- 
tests to the relevant ones, and 
predicted that this would prevent 
people opting out of tests for 
their children. But the vote had 
been taken, and Dr. Griggs said 
that the committee ’s intent was 
to use the full battery of tests. 
Dr, Seifert said there was value 
in testing, and urged against 
students beginning to opt out of 
tests, ‘‘because once that starts, 
you don’t know how far it will go 
or where it will end.”’
